NEW WAVE MOTOR. 


Another inventor Will Attempt to 
Harness the Bounding Billows at 
Santa Monica. 
[SPRBCIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
SANTA MONICA, Aug. 7.—tI would 
seem as if wave motors are to appear 
on every bounding billow of the biue 
and briny deep. Now comes J. Wood 
Porter of Los Angeles, who, having 
secured a permit from the-City Coun- 
cil to try out on North Beach a de- 
vice of his invention, has his mechan- 
leal device safely anchored on the 
sloping shore of sand, and will to- 
morrow morning give it the initial 
test. The scheme is a new one among 
c led efforts to cause old ocean 
to yleld her wasting ‘power in supply- 
ing horse power. 
Briefly described, the motor consists 
of a little cdr that is expected to run 
on a track that has been laid from a 
point on the shore above the water 


line to the rolling waves. The end 
facing deep water is equipped with a 
dashboard, upon which the breakers 


are to pound. The force of this colll- 
sion is expected to pan the car glid- 
ing up the track. Attached to the 
shore side of the handcar is a twenty- 
four-foot beam. which is to be utilized 
as a piston rod. This rod connects at 
the shore end with another car, heavily 
weighted, which will also run up and 
down the track. piston is de- 
signed to take a twelve-inch stroke, 


and whatever excess energy may be 
developed will be expended in wo Pr 
the heavier car up the e. In 


theory, the big waves will give the cars 
@ longer ride and the smaller waves a 
short haul. Gravity is to be relied 
m to return the cars to the scene 
activity as the waves recede, and 
thus the engine will be in readiness 
to catch and yoke the power of the 
waves with whatever rapidity they 
may be able to chase each other over 
the sands. A stout spring is relied 
upon to return the piston rod te the 
same starting point each time. 
The motor was tested yesterday, but 
not being properly weighted, the dash- 
board developed a ncy to keep its 
head and resisting surface above the 
Water; but by tomorrow the inventor 
expects to have this defett adjusted.
